“Intellectualizing 
Vocation” was the theme of the lec- 
ture by Rev. William B. Collins, pro- 
fessor of philosophy and psychology 
at Columbia, given Wednesday morn- 
ing. ‘The following lectures brought 
out the two main divisions in the 
choice of a state of life; Religious 
yocation was discussed by Rev. 
James D, Mahoney, English depart- 
ment, Columbia College, and the 
married state was considered by 
Rey. Edward A. Fitzgerald, college 
chaplain. 

FATHER SEMPER SPEAKS 


“In building your House of Life, 
build a big house, with the founda- 
tion of early choice of profession 
and thorough preparation, a house as 
wide as the world, as high as heaven, 
and with walls stretching into In- 
finity,” was the summarizing state- 
ment of Father Semper in his ad- 
me on the general subject of Voca- 
tion. 

The two-fold choice that each 
young college woman makes—of a 
profession and of her state in life— 
was the basis of the discourse. In 
the first choice—of a profession—the 
speaker advised emphatically that it 
be made early in life when prepara- 
tion is easiest because of the flexibil- 
ity of early youth. He advised an 
early choice also on the grounds of 
the shortness of human life which 
with its average of three score and 
ten is approximately one-fourth spent 
for the college student. In the other 
cholee—of a state in life—Father 
Semper declared that the most per- 
fect preparation for either state, life 
Mn a religious community or in the 
World, is a liberal arts education. 
The special preparation should be 
determined by the choice.

View From The Balcony 
Of The Conservatory 


Clarke College, situated as it is on the 
highest ridge of Seminary Hill, commands 
an extensive view of the surrounding coun- 
try. It matters not in what direction one 
may look; a far-reaching prospect of rest- 
ful scenery greets the eye. But if one 
mounts to the east balcony on the third 
story of the Conservatory of Music and Art 
one is rewarded with a view as it were the 
masterpiece of a great artist. The singu- 
larly lovely landscape is indeed the work 
of the Greatest of Artists. The perfection 
of the coloring whatever may be the sea- 
son of the year; the strength and sym- 
metry of the tall, graceful trees; the wind- 
ing, ribbon-like river, silver-blue, turquoise, 
sapphire or silver-white as the sky-pagean- 
try progresses from the softly gentle hues 
of spring through the vividness of summer 
and autumn to the subdued greys of the 
winter heavens; and the blue mists that 
hover over the hill-sides like a fond moth- 
er protecting her child—all this loveliness 
could never be imitated by a mere mortal. 

Far to the eastward in the purple dis- 
tance is Sinsinawa Mound visible beyond 
the sloping tree-clad hills of Wisconsin and 
the rugged steep-rising bluffs of Illinois, The 
lordly Mississippi, Pere Marquette’s river of 
the Immaculate Conception, separates 
these two states from the thickly wooded 
shores of Iowa. The city of Dubuque, a 
pioneer among Iowa towns, built loftily on 
seven picturesque hills, and  shelteredly 
within their protecting valleys, and all 
marked for God with cross-mounted round- 
ed dome or slender Gothic spire, completes 
the entrancing panorama. 

The several splendid groups of buildings 
constituting Columbia College, the institu- 
tion of learning for young men, are sit- 
uated on a high hill directly opposite 
Clarke College, across the deep valleys fol- 
lowed by the Rosedale and West Locust 
roads. The slim-spired tower of St. Jo- 
seph’s Chapel cleaves the blue skies that 
even Italy can not surpass in color and 
clearness, and the tall stacks here and 
there have the look of being proud of their 
exalted positions. Just a little to the south 
of Loras Hall on Alta Vista the square 
tower of De Sales Height’ Academy build- 
ings dominates the scene with its architec- 
tural impressiveness backgrounded by the 
foliage of trees several generations old. 

To the extreme right of the view rises 
the dome of the Dubuque Senior High 
School. Built of native limestone, the ivy 
covering its sides adds greatly to the strik- 
ing appearance of the structure. Directly 
in the foreground on the campus of Clarke 
College the stately pines lift their out- 
stretched arms to heaven as it were in a 
prayer of thankfulness that they are a part 
of this magnificent picture. 


LAW 


MONG the many puzzling char- 

acteristics peculiar to man is his 

persistently rebellious nature 
against the pronouncements and rec- 
ommendations of Law. Man, individ- 
ually and collectively, too frequently 
evinces his dislike for constituted 
authority, sometimes as an organiza- 
tion in revolution, sometimes in law- 
lessness, sometimes in studied protest, 
and constantly in a petty derogatory 
attitude toward established laws. Yet 
Samuel Johnson summarizing the be- 
lief of generations unnumbered very 
clearly states: “The law is the last 
result of human wisdom acting upon 
human experience for the benefit of 
the public.” 

The wisdom of the ages has proved 
that “Thy Liberty is law,” and still 
man in his insignificance continues to 
rebel against his own safeguard. 

Violent revolutions we do not im- 
mediately experience; lawlessness, 
harsh-sounding word that it is, sug- 
gests criminals and gangsters, consid- 
erations out of our element. For us 
personally there is another class to 
consider. Each of us at one time or 
another has shown a disrespectful at- 
titude toward laws. It is a peculiar 
thing to note that some otherwise 
law-abiding citizens glean a conceited, 
wily satisfaction from breaking, for 
example, the speed laws. The customs 
office can show that respectable citi- 
cens frequently conceal valuable pur- 
chases. One is inclined to ask, “What 
causes this? Why should a self- 
respecting citizens wish to evade the 
law?” ‘There is no explanation other 
than, perhaps, that “man-of-the- 
world” attitude of defiance which ap- 
peals to him. And yet, the man who

ertheless take CRETE the adage, 
“While there is yet time, think.

The speaker declared that the individual 
must identify himself with Christ in His 
cause if he is to receive the fullness and 
fruition of that counsel because, he said, 
“the religious life is the most perfect this 
side of paradise.” 4 

Father defined vocation as a call to give 
one’s self to the service of God, to aid Him 
in His work, saving one’s own soul and 
helping to save the souls of others. 

In conclusion Father Mahoney explained 
in a helpful and attractive way’ both tho 
kinds of religious vocation and the qualifi- 
cations for one wishing to enlist under the 
banner of Christ, the King. 


REV. FITZGERALD SPEAKS SATURDAY 

“Marriage is the pillar of the ground of 
truth and it alone will determine the sta- 
bility of society,” said Rev. Edward A. Fitz- 
gerald, in a lecture to the students of 
Clarke College in the Mount St. Joseph 
assembly hall Saturday morning. 

“God will determine for each one of you 
the state of life to choose if you but listen 
to His voice. God has fashioned each of 
you for a particular work in life, giving 
each a special aptitude for certain work 
and sacrifices.” 

“Marriage is the oldest and the original 
institution established by God,” the speak- 
er said. No one is obligated to take upon 
himself the responsibilities of the married 
state, but having entered into it he must 
accept the law of God as taught by the 
Church which interprets the will of God 
and the word of truth given by Christ. 

“The privilege of parenthood,” said Fath- 
er Fitzgerald, “is sacred and makes mar- 
riage a sublime thing. Although married 
life entails sacrifices it is heroic and meri- 
torious if lived for God. On the purity of 
woman,” the speaker concluded, “depends 
the ideals and strength of the human race.”

is in this fashion guilty would look 
askance if accused of lawlessness. 

Relatively, when we indulge in con- 
stant petulant complaining against 
recognized local authority we join this 
class, the greatest harm of which pro- 
cedure consists in forming a disre- 
spectful attitude toward law. If we 
could but realize that established law 
is the result of superior decisions, of 
wider experience, of greater fore- 
sight than ours, and is, in reality a 
safeguard, rather than an infringe- 
ment of our rights, we could succeed 
in recreating a desirable attitude to- 
ward authority.
